The    situation    in    Rio   Gratuity   is   .still 
laigely  a   matter  of   pure   conjecture.     So 
completely  has  the  government  closed  all 
telegraphic  communication,  including  the 
cable  south,  to  political  news  that  we  liave 
receiveti  no  telegraphic  news  whatever  from 
Rio  Grande  since  the    Wandenkolk   raid. 
This  is  of  course  of  no  practical  effect  so 
far  as  the  revolution  in   that  slate  is  con- 
cernetl,  but  it  is  a  gross  and   illegal  inter- 
ference with  the  free  transmission  of  news 
and  a  gratuitous  annoyance  to  the  public. 
And  the  practical  effect  will  be  to  alienate 
public  svnipalhy  still  more  from  an  e.tecu- 
tivewho  is  inclinei:!  to   rule  as  a  dictator, 
rather  than  as   a  constitutional    president. 
The  news  of  the  federalist  capture  of  Jag- 
uarilo  still   lacks  confirmation,    the  reports 
at    Montevideo   being    very    contiadiclory 
when  the  last  mail  steamer  left  that  port. 
It  is  possible  that  the  repeated  announce- 
ments that  a  pacification  has  been  arranged, 
ajid  that  Julio  de  Castilhos  is  to  resign,  has 
had  some  efTect  on  die  movements  of  the 
federalists.     It  may  be  assumed   lliat  they 
will  not  be  averse  to  any  satisfactory  settle- 
ment of  the  dispute,    but  it  is  certain  that 
they  will  demand  guarantees  against  another 
betrayal  such  as  that  of  the  Bagi5  agreement 
some  three  years  ago.     It  would  be  of  great 
advantage  to  the  country  could  a  really  hon- 
orable and  satisfactory  settlement  be  arrang- 
ed, but  such  a  settlement,  to  be  permanent, 
must  definitely  prohibit  all  further  federal 
interference  in  the  local  affairs  of  the  slate. 
Whether  the  President  is  prepared  to  give 
up  his  penchant  for  political  intrigue  we  tit) 
not  know,  but  we  do  know  that  he  will 
never  see  peace  and  prosperity  in    Brazil 
until  he  does. 


Till'  complication  in  Sania  Calhariua  lias  j 
at  last  risiilled   in  an  arineil   conllict,     .\t 
Illutm-nau,  on  the   23lli   or   29th   ull.,    a 
slate  police  force  was   met  by  the   revolu- 
tionists and  compelleii  to  retire,  bolli  sides,  ; 
it  is  repuiletl,  sulVering  losses.    The  police 
force  was  under   the  command  of  the  chief 
of  police,  ami  was  under  orders  to  suppress 
the  llercilio  Luz   revolution   in   that   place 
uiul    to   reinstate    tlio    deposed   municipal 
council.    The    revolutionists    were  armed 
with    the   rides  recently   dispatched  to  the 
plice  bv  the  niililary  ollicials  in  Desterro. 
At  the  time  this  contlict  occurred  consider- 
able bodies  of  armed  men,  calling  themselves 
"civic    guards"     igunrJils     civia'S)    were 
arriving    in    Desterro   Irom    the  disturbed 
localities,  antl  with  them  the  leatlers  of  the 
revolution.      Tliey   were  all  received  and 
tpiailcred  at  the  'military   barracks,  from 
whicii  they  went  out  to  pantde  the  streets 
anil  incite  an  insurrection  against  lite  state 
amiioritics.     This  open  protection  of  insur- 
gents bv  the  national   commandant.    Col, 
Scrra    Martins,    of    course   prevented    any 
action  against  them  by  the  police   authori- 
ties and  gave  them  a  strength  and  advantage 
which  the  movement  could   not  otherwise 
have    obtained.     On  the   30111  a^  military 
demonstration    was    made    by    Col.    Serra 
Martins,  who  paraded  bis  whole   force  and 
liieil  artillery  salutes  in  the  streels,   with  the 
puiposecvidenllv  of  overawing   the   police 
force  defending  the  state  executive.     Open 
preparations  were  also  made  at  the  barracks 
for  an  attack  on   the  governor's    residence, 
as  shown  bv  telegrams   of  that  same   date 
askiii"  the  Riogoverument  ftu"  assistance.   It 
is  said  that  telegrams  were  sent  from  the  war 
department  instructing    Martins  to   remain 
neutral  ami  to  recognize  only  the  legal  state 
government,    but    in    spite  ot   all   this   tlie 
"•civic   guards"'  lell  the  barracks    on    Uie 
early  morning  of  the  3  island  attacked   the 
aovernor's    palace    from    all  siiles.      The 
revolutionists   were  al-meil   with   Comblain 
(military)  rifles,  and  were  under  commands 
issued  from  die  barracks,  as  shown  by   their 
suspending  fire  on  a  signal  from  that  place. 
The    telegrams    published     this     morning 
report   the   death    of  two    persons   in    the 
palace,    the    sentinel  at  the  door  and  a 
citizen  in  the  street.     The  assailants   were 
then    wididfawn   and  Col.  Sevra  Martins 
advised  the  governor  that  be  would   main- 
tain order,  but  he  subsequently  permitted 
the   revolutionists   to  break  into    tlie   stale 
treasury   and   the    municipal    hall,    and    is 
said    to    be   concealing    the   revolulioiiaiy 
governor,     Hercilio     Luz,     in     his    quar- 
ters.      Tbe    result   of    this    shameful    in- 
trigue  will  be  to  create  a  civil  war  in  the 
state   of  Santa   Calhariua    similar    to    that 
which  exists  in  Ivio  Grande,  and  for  this  the 
government  of  Floriano    Peixoto  is  largely 
to  blame.     Had   the  Bluraenau   insnrgenis 
1101  received  aid   and   encouragement   from 
the  national  government,  and  the  assurance 
of  support   from   die  military  forces  in  that 
state,  they  would  never  have  resorted  to  arms. 
They  have   no  abases  to   complain  of  and 
no  reasons   whatever   for  resisting  the  legal 
authorities  of  the  state.      It  is  simply  a  poli- 
tical controversy,  in  whicli  the  state  author- 
ities are  accused   ol    being   friendly  to   the 
Rio  Grande   revolutionists.     Two    military 
officers.  Col,  Serra  Martins  and  Major  Fir- 
mino,    have  been   largely    instrumental    in 
organizing  this  opposition  to  the  state  gov- 
ernment, and  as  they    have    been   rclainctl 
theie  notwilhslanding  the  complaints  against 
them     their   superiors  must  lake    the   res- 
ponsibililv  for  their  revolutionary    conduct. 
Weie  ihc'reany  inipaitial  and  rational  gov- 
ernment in  this  capital  these  officers  would 
be  courl-martialled  and    punished  at  once 
for  their    intrigues  against  the  executive  ol 
an   independent  slate,  but  this  is  more  than 
we   can   e.xpect.       The    wretched   intrigue 
will  be  encouraged  until  the  slate  authoilties 
in  Santa   Calhariua  are   overthrown  and  by 
that  time  anarchy  will  also  be  established. 
It  is  to  be  bitterly  regretted  that  the  people 
of  this   countiy  can  not  be  induced  to  leave 
their   rivalries  and  political  contentions  to 
the  peaceful  decision  of  the  ballot-box,  but 
as  long  as  a  dictatorship  exists  and  personal 
influences  and  prejudices  are  superior  to  all 
law,  such   a    result  can    not   be  expected. 
Under  existing  conditions  anarchy  and  rapid 
demoralization,  socially  and  politically,  can 
only  be  the  logical  results.

July  24.— .Vf^rt?^.— Senator  Catuiida  spolte  on 
the  political  .situation  of  the  couutry,  lie  said  that 
he  liad  been  one  of  those  who  longed  tor  the  le- 
public,  expecting  (hat  it  would  l)e  a  unarantee  for 
the  rights  and  iiherlies  of  citizens.  He  continues, 
he  saiti,  lo  long  for  a  republic,  for  what  now  exists 
is  not  a  republic  hut  a  dictatorship.  .Senator  Ans- 
tides  Lobf)  ill  reply  denied  the  eKtsience  of  a  dicta- 
torsliip  and  de|>recated  comparisons  l)etween  the 
former  system  of  government  and  tliat  which  now 
exists.  When  such  comparisons  are  ninde  by 
republicans,  what,  he  ai;ked,  is  the  coiiehision  thai 
people  naliirnlly  draw  ?  That  the  monarchy  is  a 
better  system  of  government  than  the  republic. 
People  complain,  he  added,  of  the  preponderance 
of  the  military,  but  whose  fault  is  il?  Why,  that  of 
the  agitators,  who  are  constantly  ihrealenmg  public 
tranquillity  and  order  and  even  the  iiistiluiions  of 
the  country.  When  the  country  is  in  this  state, 
how  IS  il  possible,  he  asked,  to  do  without  the 
army  ?  It  is  only  liy  means  of  force  that  order  can 
he  preserved.

The  committee 
on  public  works  and  colonization  reported  in  favor 
of  the  bill  for  granting  a  subsidy  of  500,000$  per 
annmn  fora  lineofsleameis  belween  the  ports  .il 
Para,  Maranluio,  Ceaifi,  ['ernambuco,  Maccirt, 
Lisbon,  liaicclona,  Marseilles  and  Genoa. 

Jui.V2S.—.S'«m/ir.— The  navy  bill  was  voted  in 
3id  discussion  wiih  aineiidments.— c:V/if«M:7  of 
j9c/wC;,'j-.— Deputy  Zama  ofTered  a  nmiion  signed 
by  himself  and  Deputy  Se.ibra,  for  the  appointment 
of  a  committee  of  three  lo  call  on  the  President  of 
the  republic  and  ask  him  ti)  jait  an  end  lo  (lie 
aniirciiy  and  disorder  caused  in  Sanin  Callinrimi  by 
troops  and  government  empIoyiSs.  The  debate  on 
this  motion  became  so  stormy  that  the  president 
snspended  the  silting.  The  motion,  offered  [it  the 
prevKitis  siitmg  by  Deputy  Jacques  Oinique,  to 
ask  for  iiifoinialion  in  regard  to  the  arrest  of  Ad- 
miral Wandenkolk,  was  passed  !iy  a  vote  of  58  to 
49-  The  bill  on  judicial  costs  was  voted  in  ist 
discussion,  and  the  IMalto  Ginsso  railway  hill  in 
2ik1  discussion.  The  commiitee  on  colonizaiimi 
reported  u  bill  authorizint;  llie  government  to  con- 
tract with  Vice-Admiral  Arthur  Jaceguay  (Silveira 
da  ]\fotla)  for  introducing  into  ihe  couii'irv  50,000 
immit^ranls  to  be  em|iloyed  in  maritime  iiidnslries, 
such  as  fisheries,  shipdiuilding,  oyster  culture] 
etc.  Tlie  same  commillee  reported  a  bill  for  a 
subsidy  of  _^r, 200  per  trip  for  a  line  of  sle.imers 
belween  Aracajii,  Parahyha,  Nalal,  Paia,  Lisbon, 
Antwerp,  Liverpool  and  Hamburg. 

JULY26,— .ScKff/ij.—Senator  Rodrigues  Alves  in 
a  speech  on  a  railway  Ijiil  said  that  the  net  revenue 
of  the  Central  railway  Ibis  year  will  probably  not 
exceed  i,QOO.mQ%.— Chamber  of  Depiiln-s.—Vit- 
puly  Lauro  Muller  answered  the  speech  made  at 
the  previous  silling  by  Deputy  Zama.  The  gov- 
ernor of  Santa  Catharina,  he  said,  has  trampled  on 
the  rights  of  the  people  of  the  stale  and  is  now 
engaged  in  aiding  the  revolutionists  of  Rio  Grande, 
whose  object  no  one  knows  unless  it  be  lo  reslore 
the  monarchy.  The  people  of  Santa  Catharina, 
however,  do  not  approve  of  the  conduct  oi  the 
slate  government  and  they  are  right  in  rising 
against  it.  Deputy  Frederico  Borges,  in  a  sneech 
on  the  currency  bill,  said  llial,  if  it  were  not  for  the 
financial  state  of  the  country,  he  would  be  in  favor 
of  issuing  bonus  to  the  amount  of  200,000,000$. 

July  27.— ii'^^j'^. —Senator  Cliristiano  Oltoni 
spoke  against  tiie  proposed  railway  grant  lo  Y 
Dunker.  Such  grants,  he  asserted,  siiould  never 
be  nude  save  in  view  of  previous  surveys  and  only 
then  to  contracLors  who,  in  virtue  of  a  call  for 
tenders,  offer  llie  most  advantageous  terms.— 
Chamber  of  Depii/ies.  —  Dcmiiy  Seabra  defended 
the  motion  offered  by  bims-elf  and  Deputy  Z.\ma  in 
regard  to  affairs  in  Santa  Catharina.  All  the  con- 
current circumstances  prove,  he  said,  that  the 
revolutionary  movement  in  that  stale  is   instigated 


by  the  general  government,  all  of  whose  recent 
niipoiniees  are  enemiet  of  the  state  gnvernment. 
Tlie  depositions  of  municipal  councils  liave  all  iieen 
in  districts  in  wdiich  miliiary  officers  of  the  general 
government  are  enga;^ed  111  organizing  the  civic 
guar<l.  In  another  speech,  the  same  deputy  op- 
posed the  npproval  of  the  deciee  of  Dec.  171(1  and 
asked  why  the  report  of  Kwerlon  de  Almeida  on 
banks  of  issue  had  not  lieeii  imblished.  Depuiv 
M.iyrink  said  that  ibe  Oesie  de  Mmas  railway  Inai'i 
was  a  failure  and  a  disgrace  lo  the  nation.  lie 
asserted  that  only  30-/(1  of  ihe  amount  required 
had  been  subscribed.  He  offereil  several  nmend- 
menis  lo  the  currency  bill.  One  of  ihese  amend- 
menls  authorizes  the  governmeiU  lo  deliver  to  the 
liaiKo  da  Republica  do  Brazil  the  hank  deposits  in 
Ihe  Treasury  for  the  pur]>o«e  of  being  used,  under 
the  inspection  of  ihe  Treasury,  in  exchange 
uperaiiuns.

—By  an  executive  decree  of  tbe  25111  Govertior 
Julio  de  Casiilhos,  of  Rio  Grande,  appointed  Dr. 
Carlos  Barbosa  Gon^alves  as  vice-governor  of  iha't 
state.  Accmding  10  theconslitulion  of  llini  state 
this  appointment  must  be  confirmed  by  a  majority 
of  the  municipal  councils.  It  is  a  curious  way  of 
obliiining  a  vice-governor,  snrely, 

—In  the  cilyofS.  Paulo  last  year  there  were 
3,950  nrresls.  The  principal  causes  of  arrest 
were  tbe  following :  disorderly  conduct,  1,435 
arrests;  vagrancy,  3S6  ;  theft,  593;  drunkenness 
356  ;  drunkenness  and  disorderly  conduct  com- 
bined, 337;  carrying  prohibited  weapons,  15;; 
assaull  and  battery,  277.  There  were  12  arrests 
for  muriier, 

—-■\  Deslerro  telegram  of  llie  27111  says  that 
Ilercilio  Luz,  the  Blumenau  governor  ot  Sanla 
Catharina,  is  on  bis  way  lo  that  city.  It  is  said 
ihat  be  is  accompanied  by  a  force  of  men  arnied 
with  the  guns  recently  sent  to  lilunienau  by  the 
national  military  aulhorites  in  that  state.  Some 
long  range  engagements  may  therefore  be  expected 
at  no  distant  day.

The  levolu- 
iioni>is  weie  aided  by  ilie  military  forces,  ami 
ilinugh  failing  lo  dislodge  ihe  governor  ibey  brok e 
into  the  stale  treasury  aii'l  municipal  hall  and 
dominate  the  city. 

Is  the  crypto- 
coccus  of  Dr.  Fieire  threatening  another  invasion  ? 
The /J/UJW,/(' i',[«/rfj  of  Wedne^day  last  says  that 
(lie  garrison  iliere  lias  been  active  and  in  reaitiness 
since  Monday.  At  8  p.m.  on  that  day  a  force  of 
50  policemen  went  out  10  the  i.Di-ii,  and  at  g.30  a 
sleain  launch  with  Dr.  Sa  Linn,  Major  JesUfi  and 
Caplain  Candido  went  down  the  river  to"  the  same 
locality.  A  deiachment  of  the  22nd  battalion  was 
also  sent  over  to  ihe  pill-box  fortress  on  the  other 
side  of  ihe  river.  Thirty  soldiers  remained  on  the 
beach  all  night,  wdiile  the  steam  launch  cruised 
anxiously  about.  On  Tuesday  more  soldiers  went 
iown  Ihe  river,  and  the  cruising  continued, 
Tuesday  night  the  major  slept,  but  a  guard  was 
mainlained.

The  steamer  Alexamitia  was  subsequently  sto])))ed 
and  searched,  an  Italian  steamer  was  almost  scared 
out  of  the  water  by  being  fired  upon  from  the  ruin- 
ed fort,  and  every  tow-boat  carries  a  police  soldier.

The  guaranteed  capital 
of  the  Sapucahy  main  line  is  fixed  at  18,736,502$, 
162,  the  COin|iany  to  surrender  ils  concessions  for 
brandies  to  Lavras  and  Lamtiary  and  exleiisimi  lo 
Pouso  Alegre.  'fhe  Muzambinho  guaraiilee  is  to 
cover  only  the  line  from  Lavras  to  llie  S.  Paulo 
boundary  line,  As  to  the  Bahia  e  Minas  line,  the 
governor  is  authorized  lo  disappropriate  and  buihl 
llie  road  in  case   he   fails   lo   make   a   satisfactory
